St. Petehsburq, April 28. — Tlie >,i- 
hilistic escapades of the Grand Duke 
Constantinovitch form the most exas- 
perating episode of the reign of the 
present Czar. They are sutliciently se- 
rious in a political way to disturb the 
government greatly. But the wralli 
which Alexander III. now feels has an- 
other cause than t)iis, just as the trea- 
son of Constantine has another inspira- 
tion than mere love for the people and 
desire hir their tmiancipation. Il is 
even lo be doubted if the (.iraiid IJukr 
(dierishes these latter sentiments at all, 
save as a mcai.a to an end. His iieason 
has its origi'i ii. a bitter personal en 
inity belween him and the limpcror. 

His father, a In i . her of Alexander II, 
was amhilioisb to e Cz.ar, atul thought 
he ought to havu been. The .son iii- 
Inwita this desiro and aidmosily against 
the present Cz;ir. Constantine inlierits 
all his father's intellectual ability and 
polil.oul ambition. 

Some years ago he won high rank as 
11 poet through the publication of his 
verses. 'Now, however, his writings are 
aouper.lv ireas 'nable and so violent in 
iheir Ini.ililily '.o Ihe goveruiuent that 
any paper pub.lshing them would be at 
once suppressed. 

The Grand Duke prints them himself, 
and oiroulates theai privately, though 
widely. Some time ago his do- 
ings were reportt.l lo the t^zar, 
who was furiously angry, and 
actually threatened him with depnrta- 
tinn to iSil eria. The Czar, however, is 
to . lay rep.irted to have said : " We 
vvitl .send him to his brutlier, who seems 
In be (i.iiug very w'(dl. Perhaps il %\ ill 
have an e(|iinlly gooil ell'ecl upon him. " 

The brother here referred lo i.s Xi"h. 
olaa. the eldest son of the (Irand Uiikc 
Cnnstaiitiue. Nicholas, who is a man 
of extraordinary talent, became despei- 
iilely enamored of a beautiful Amei i.-.ui 
advenluresH, who had a marvelniia fac- 
ulty for spending money. Fearing that 
she wnubl forsake liim unless be sup- 
plied her demands, Niclndas, in his dis- 
ap[iointmont, stole .some valuable jewels 
which his niolher, to whom they be- 
longed, had u.sed to decorate the altar 
in the chapel of the palace. This act 
was a I once discovered and proved fatal 
to Nicholas' career in Russia, siinie il 
amoiinted to both lurceny and sacrilege. 
The Czar summarily deprived him of 
his titles and rights, and exiled him for 
life to Turkestan.

Among tin) skuils 111 tho i-oUeeliuii is one 
that cousi.sts of one piece only, and shows 
110 trace of a seam bet^vecn the three parts, 
as is usual in the human skull.

ple of medium height and well formed, hav- 
ing small hauds.and feet, the hair black and 
' finer in texture than thatof any known race 
of savages. There is no sign of any domes- 
ticated animal or fowl with the exception 
of the turkey ; it was utilized In many ways, 
specimens of dust brushes, bone needles, 
etc., having been found. Tho agricultural 
products found consisted of com, beans and 
pumpldns, tor articles of food, and the 
yucca for that of clothing. Their textile 
fabrics consisted of mats^nddoths made of 
cord of tho .yucca plant interwoven with

Their knives were niado from the bones 
of the deer, highly polished and very sharii, 
There is nothing to iiidieato that tliey wen- 
acquainted in any rosiieet wii h tlio uses of 
any kind of metal. They used both wood 
and coal for heating and cooking purposes, 
and had their fireplaces just outside the 
door in tho same manner that tho Mexican s 
do to-day. The sontials used, unlike those 
' worn by savage tribes of the present, 
were made of vegetable fibers and not of 
skins, and there is nothing to show that tin! 
cliff dwellers were in any way proficient in 
tho art of hunting, as only arrows of hiu'd 
wood and cane are found, and thoy could 
not bo uSfcd in killing large game, being of 
80 fragile a nature. Thoy had but few or- 
naments, which were made mostly of tur- 
key bones and nutS resembling tho hickory 
nut, and of which DO other specimens are 
e.xiatit. There are, however, a few made 
ef eannol coal, Inlaid with ivory of some 
kind.

The coarse food of the farmer's 
table ami the rough .society of bis 
hired help, who get good wages, w bile 
he gets iiothing,generall}' di-iu'ust liiiii, 
however, long before he reaches the 
stage of education last mentioned. ami 
the young man atarts for the neaiej! 
town, hoping to tind more conu'cuial 
enijiloyiiient. Ileooesto the lu .1 el, 
■ind by the time lut lias disc. ivernl liial 
tliere is no demand for any class id 
unskilled labor^save on tho farm, he 
is in debt to the landlord, and in a 
great many cases brings up in tlie 
hot«l kitchen as a waiter or dish- 
waslior, or even a stable boy.

(lii.'i el.iss of young fell.iw.s is llie li'ii ',- 
ing all of them have t.. '^m limne v.riin 
and t lieir evident inability tn LjriliiN' 
that wish, altlioiigli me.st uf tlicni r,.'- 
eeive sums of money fr. tn friends in 
the Old Country at regular intervals. 
The fact seenia to be that they sre iin! 

Their parnnts s. eiii 
glad, or at least willing, to liave tlieir 
boys undergo considerable liardshiii, 
with such danger.i to morals ainl 
licidth aa a Western tnwii may )iie 
sent, rather than to h.ive tlicni meet 
tile inevitable evils of iiUeneHS in I'uig 
land.
